The latest exhibition of German j 
"frightfulness" in waging war puts ! 
the American people to the test. 
Are we sane enough, strong enough, 
to look the situation calmly in the i 
face and highly resolve to safeguard j 
the civilization of which we have be- | 
come almost the sole trustees, or | 
shall we give way to the passion j 
which the German outrage has pro- j 
voked and join in the madness which 
has all but wrecked that civilization? 
There can be only one answer to that 
question. 
We shall not go to war over the 
destruction of the Lusitania, with 
all its precious freight of human life, 
not to avenge the slaughter of our 
fellow-citizens, not to vindicate neu- 
tral rights, not even to save the sac- 
red body of international law which 
daily is being outraged. 
We shall 
not become partners" in the destruc- 
tion of the civilization which we 
have, through half a century of 
peaceful striving,' aided in building 
up.And this is not because we see any 
justification for the act in the ques- 
tion. 
There is no warrant for it, 
either in international law or in the 
practice of civilized nations. 
If, as the German government as- 
serts was the case, the Lusitania had 
been in fact a converted cruiser, her 
destruction 
with those on board, 
while still'an act of barbarism, would 
have had a technical justification in 
international law. 
Even neutrals 
lawfully may be required to accept 
the consequences of traveling in a 
ship of war. 
But the Lusitania was not a ship 


of war, but a peaceful merchant ves- 
sel, and the utmost risk, which, un- 
der the rules of international law, 
her passengers assumed, was the dan- 
ger of having their voyage interrupt- 
ed in case she should be taken as a 
prize. 
The ship was, indeed, liable 
to capture and probably to destruc- 
tion, but the crew and passengers, 
being non-belligerents, clearly were 
entitled to be taken off in safety. 
-f|. Provides for Safety ol All 
On this joint there can-be no hon- 
est difference of "opinion. 
The rule 
that "before a prize is burnt or sunk 
the captor is bound to provide for 
the safety of all persons on board" 
is asserted by all authorities on in- 
ternational law, and this has been 
the invariable practice of all civilized 
nations in modern times. 


Nor can it make any difference 
that the ship was conveying contra- 
band of war. 
Whatever the nature 


of the cargo the ship, being an enemy 
vessel, was liable to capture or de- 
struction, and the persons on board, 
whether enemy subjects or neutrals, 
were immune from capture or de- 
struction. 
But, the German opologists say 
Great Britain is making war on the 


j innocent population of Germany by 
her blockade, a war of starvation, 
and the imperial government merely 
is retaliating by making war as best 
it can on the English people. Even 
if we should admit this argument as 
a ground for repudiating the settled 
principles of international law as be- 
tween 
the 
belligerents—principles 
settled on grounds of humanity and 
civilization—it is obvious that it can 
have no bearing on the rights of neu- 
trals. The right of reprisal, the lex 
talionis, indeed, in some sort is recog- 
nized in international law. 


If the Germans use poisonous gas- 
es in the trench warfare in Flanders, 


I the allied armies also may resort to 


j the same hellish mode of destroying 
the enemy. If the French use dum- 
dum bullets against the Germans, the 
latter may employ them against the 
French. 
But for Germany to assert 
that her right of reprisal against 
Great Britain, if it exists at all, justi- 
fies her in taking the lives of the 


! citizens of neutral powers, is sheer 


j madness—the madness of despera- 


j tion. 
That such claim will be al- 
| lowed, that such practices will be tol- 
i erated, is inconceivable. 
! 
Blow Falls on Other Neutrals 


I 
But our share in the tragedy must 
not blind us to the fact that the 
blow has fallen on the citizens of oth- 
er neutral powers as well, and most 
heavily and with equal injustice and 
inhumanity on English men, women 


j and children. This is not the first, 
nor is it likely to be the last, of Ger- 


I many's reprisals in which innocent 
I and neutral lives will be offered up. 
i Is not our duty clear? 
Our govern- 


ment, on the first proclamation of 
Germany's piratical designs, notified 
her that we should hold the imperial 
government to strict accountability 
for the destruction of American lives 
and property. " There is no reason 
to doubt that the promise will be 
made good. 
' 


The President can be trusted to 


j act promptly and resolutely. But it 
is to be hoped that he will not act 
alone nor in the interest of our coun- 
try solely. We are not only the great- 
est of neutral powers, but we are, by 
virtue of that fact, bound in a com- 
mon cause and in the face of a com- 
mon danger, to act in behalf and in 
| concert with all other neutral powers. 


Tt frequently has been suggested in 
the course of the war that our gov- 
ernment call a conference of neutral 
nations to determine what steps 
should be taken to safeguard neutral 
rights and interests and to concert 


measures for restoring the sanctions 
of international law and public right. 
Is not this the one clear and effective 
method of dealing with the present 
situation? 


Germany may deem her national 


emergency great enough to warrant 
her-, in rejecting the warnings of a j 
singe neutral power, however great; 
she may even dare to defy a world 
in arms. 
But a congress represent- 
ing the neutral nations of the earth, 
con-voked in no hostile spirit, but ani- 
mated by a sincere purpose to find a 
peaceful solution of an intolerable 
situation, to re-examine and, so far 
as possible, to readjust to modern 
conditions the rules of international 
law,! well might succeed in finding 
a way out of the impasse into which 
the ,war as now waged has brought 
the -world. 


Aid if the worst should come to 
the worst, if Germany cannot by any 
means of conciliations be led to aban- 
don her illegal and barbarous meth- 
ods of carrying on the war, the neu- 
tral nations, acting in concert, will 
find other means than that of war 
means more effective than war—of 
bringing her to terms. 
A sentence 


of outlawry, an international boy- 
cott,- involving the cutting of all com- 
munications and the severance of all 
relations, commercial and other, with 
the offending nation might, as a last 
resort, be employed. She would then 
learn that the public opinion of the 
civilized world is still a force to be 
reckoned with. 


SPORTSMEN ORGANIZE 


For the Purpose of Getting More 


Game and Fish Sent Into Our 


County. 


On Friday evening, May 7th, the 
sportsmen of Bedford County held 
a meeting in the Court House at 
Bedford for the purpose of organiz- 
ing a Sportsman's Association. 


- About forty enthusiastic 
sports- 
men attended and a temporary or- 
ganization was affected by the elec- 
tion of James E. Cleaver temporary 
chairman and Charles Dallas tempo- 
rary secretary. 
A number of speeches were made 
calling"attention to the fact that dur- 
ing the- past 'two years there had 
been paid in license in Bedford Coun- 
ty the sum of $6,807. This money, 
as well as all penalties for violation 
of game laws goes into a fund that 
can be used only for the protection 
and increase of game and fish. 


During these two years Bedford 


County has been abselutely neglect- 
ed while other counties have received 
deer, turkeys, pheasants, quail, rab- 
bits and 
fish. 
_ 


Bedford County received no black 
bass last summer. This'spring no 
trout have been received, although 
other counties have received from 
two thousand to seven thousand 
trout, measuring from five to seven 
inches long. 
It was plainly shown that if we 


want any game or fish planted in 
Bedford County we must organize. 
It was also shown that unless we 
want the deer and turkey season 
closed in Bedford County for five 
years for the benefit of adjoining 
counties, we must have an organiza- 
tion to take the matter up at Harris- 
burg. 


On motion of Dr. S. F. Statler the 


organization was named the Bedford 
County Sportsman's Association. 


On motion of William Barclay the 
temporary organization was contin- 
ued until Friday, May 21, 1915. 


A committee, composed of S. R. 


Longenecker and J. A. Wagner of 
Bedford, F. Howard and Stanley 
Gump of Everett, H. O. Weber of 
Wolfsburg, John Faint of Fisliertown 
and C. L. Holler of Mann's Choice, 
were appointed to draw up a consti- 
tution and by-laws and submit same 
at the meeting on Friday, May 21, 
at S o'clock, at which time a perma- 
nent organization will be effected. 


On motion of W. R. Piper each of 


the forty present was made a com- 
mittee of one to boom the organiza- 
tion and get out a big gathering on 
May 21. 


An invitation was extended to 
every person in Bedford County that 
is interested in the protection and 
preservation of our streams and for- 
ests and in the increase of game and 
fish to join with them in the or- 
ganization; also a request for them 
to turn out on Friday evening, May 
21, and help them organize.

Next National Convention of Suffra- 
gists to be Held in Washington 
Harrisburg, May 10—It was an- 


nounced at the State headquarters of 
the suffragists here today that the 
next annual convention of the Na- 
tional American Woman Suffrage As- 
sociation will be held in Washington, 
D. C., next December. 
The conven- 


tion will open on the 14th and con- 
tinue through the 19th.

Must be Improved According to De- 


cree Issued by Dr. Dixon. 


Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, - 


Department of Health. 


To the Borough Council of Bedford, 


Bedford County, Pennsylvania: 
I, Samuel G. Dixon, Commissioner 


of Health of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, hereby issue a decree 
relative to water works to the Bor- 
ough of Bedford, Bedford County, 
Pennsylvania. 


After a field investigation and care- 


ful consideration it has been- deter- 
mined tQat the interests of the pub- 
lic health require that a decree rela- 
tive to water works be issued and I 
do hereby and herein decree that the 
following be performed: 


First—Because of the large popu- 


lation resident upon the watershed 
of the Raystown Branch of the Juni- 
ata River above the emergency intake 
of the municipal water works system, 
the supply cannot be considered satis- 
factory for use by the public, and 
such use is hereby and herein prohib- 
ited unless the water first be purified 
in a modern filtration plant to be 
constructed in accordance with plans 
to be submitted to and approved by 
the State Department of Health. 


Second—Within three months from 


the date of this decree the borough 
shall file in the office of the State De- 
partment of Health complete plans 
of its existing reservoirs and gravity 
supply mains, together with complete 
detail plans of the distributing sys- 
tem showing the 
location 
of all 


valves, h. drants, blow-offs and ap- 
purtenances. 


Third—The borough shall forth- 


with secure the services of an engi- 
neer experienced in the design and 
construction of water works systems 
to make an investigation of the en- 
tire system and recommendations for 
necessary changes and improvements, 
to the end that the borough may al- 
ways be provided with an adequate 
supply of pure water sufficient for 
the needs of the system. In the prep- 
aration of this report consideration 
shall be given to the present rate of 
water consumption in the borough, 
together with a study of the most 
feasible method of securing a proper 
distribution and control of the water, 
to the end that undue waste may be 
eliminated, as far as is practicable. 


Fourth—A copy of the report and 


plans herein required, together with 
a reliable estimate of cost shall be 
submitted to the State Department of 
Health for approval within 
three 


months from the date of this decree. 


Inasmuch as the Borough of Bed- 


ford has illegally extended its water 
works system, it is liable for the pen- 
alties prescribed by "law for making 
such extensions without first securing 
a permit therefor from the State De- 
partment of Health. Pending the ful- 
fillment bf the stipulations contained 
in this decree, the State Department 
of Health will hold in abeyance, at 
least for the present, court action for 
past violation of State laws relative 
to water works.

Doubtless Saul trusted Ab- 


ner's protection, but no arm of fiesh 
can save or protect a sinful man. From 
a neighboring rock David and bis 
friends could distinguish the spear 
and the outlines of the camp. David's 
challenge was directed to both of his 
companions. Ahimelech, the Hittite, 
declined the summons, whereas Abi- 
shai, David's nephew who had already 
proved himself in the affair at the 
well (II Samuel 23:13-16) and later be- 
came a leading figure in David's king- 
dom, accepted the challenge. 


II. David and Saul, vv. 8-12. — Abishai 


was quite right that God had deliv- 
ered Saul into David's hand (v. 8) , but 
he was wrong* in his conclusion as to 
what that meant. 
God delivered Saul 


that he might, if possible, save him. 
It was a chaltenge that tested David's 
magnanimity, his sense of honor and 
also an event wherein he could appeal 
to Saul's honor. Abishai's anger is| 
evident from his words, "I will not 
smite him. the second time."

was ample provocation, but David rec- 
ognized in this experience the hand 
of God, nor would he profit by an- 
other's hand upraised "against the 
Lord's anointed" (v. 9) .

About 
5,000 miles of state highways were 
completed in 1913 and about 6,000 
miles in 1914, so that the last two 
years have bees responsible for more 
than one-third of the entire state 
highway mileage. The state highways 
in America now exceed by 6,000 miles 
the national road system of France. 


To have state highway departments 


placed under non-partisan, efficient 
control; skilled supervision required 
in all construction work; a proper 
classification of highway to insure in-

distribution 
of 
improve- 


ments; 
an adequate provision ^ for 


maintenance of highways from the 
day of their completion—these are 
among the objects for which the 
American Highway association is wag- 
ing a vigorous campaign.

Poultry Investigations 


The poultry office of the division 


studies the production of chickens 
from every angle. In 1910 men from 
this office spent the summer in Kan- 
sas and succeeded in bringing to- 
gether all the various agencies of 
that State interested in the produc- 
tion of high-grade eggs with the re- 
sult that the quality of Kansas eggs 
was improved immensely. 
This was 


brought about by impressing upon 
the farmers the desirability of pro- 
ducing infertile eggs, and was made 
possible by the cooperation of deal- 
ers in carload lots of eggs, the State 
board of health, and the State Agri- 
cultural College. 
The infertile egg 


campaign has spread from Kansas to 
other egg-producing States, and the 
infertile egg can now be regarded as 
the standard to which egg-producing 
communities should work. 
In some 


States one day in the late spring is 
set aside as "Rooster Day" on which 
buyers of chickens agree to pay the 
same price for roosters as they pay 
for hens. 
This has resulted in an 


enormous sale of roosters, and as the 
rooster is the only obstacle in the 
way of producing infertile eggs, his 
"ilimination means a guarantee of 
:ggs of good keeping quality during 
;he summer months. The investiga- 
;ions of the division have shown 
clearly that the keeping quality of 
the infertile egg is far better than 
that of the fertile egg. 
The fertile 


egg spoils in hot weather almost as 
quickly as milk.

IMseascs of the Soil 


For the better part of a generation, 


we have been hearing of the exhaus- 
tion of the soil in this country. Aban- 
loned farms in New England had to 
3e given up because they returned 
such poor crops that their furthe* 
cultivation was not worth while. Im- 
portant elements for plant life and 


rowth were said to have been ruth- 
essly taken from them by wasteful 
farming and never restored, and it 
was prophesied that the same thing 
would happen to our great farming 
ands in the Middle and Far West. 
The p'opular impression existed that 
the earth beneath our feet was "an 
nanimate mixing bowl out of which 
plants ate as cattle feed from the 
;rough. What was not put in could 
obviously not be taken out; and since 
chemical analysis proved that plants 
do absorb mineral plant food ele- 
ments, the bowl must quite as obvi- 
ously run enfpty unless we poured 
back as much as the crops took out." 
Ihis seemed an eminently satisfac- 
•ory theory. When the United States 
Bureau of Soils undertook an inves- 
tigation, however, it found no basis 
for the general deterioration of the 


soil thus suggested. It did find that 
properly cultivated soil increased in 
fertility in the course of time, but 
that certain changes 
in the soil, 


which might well be called "diseas- 
es," were responsible for the lessen- 
ing of the crops; further, these dis- 
eases could be treated rather readily, 
once they were recognized. 
The 


whole story has many analogies with 
certain theories of human diseases 
and with many medical problems. 
Out of this investigation has come 
the interesting conclusion that the 
soil is not a dead set of minerals in 
a mixing bowl, but an organism hav- 
ing hitherto unperceived likenesses 
to the body of man. 
Cultivation 


seems to be to the crop-bearing earth 
what exercise and air are to human 
beings, and there are probably laws 
of hygiene and sanitation quite aS 
applicable to the control of the soil's 
health as to that of mankind. 


A generation ago, chemistry and 


physics were everywhere invading 
the biologic domain and apparently 
ousting biology from her place as 
mistress of the household and mak- 
ing it clear that living processes were 
due only to physical causes and ef- 
fects. 
Now biology is vindicating 


her claims not only in her own pro- 
per field, but also in borderlands 
where physics and chemistry were 
thought to hold absolutely indisputa- 
ble sway. 
The vital forces, in addi- 


tion to reclaiming their own, are ex- 
tending their realm. 
This latest 


recognition of the soil itself as strik- 
ingly like a living organism is not 
only scientifically valuable, but also 
eminently suggestive of the trend of 
modern science.

as a result of impaired vitality 


from the disease, succumb during 
the first or second year after recov- 
ery. 


Similar studies should be made of 


the after-effects of other diseases. 
We know, for example, in a some- 
what, general way that measles and 
whooping cough, as well as other 
diseases, are not infrequently follow- 
ed by tuberculosis; but we have not 
had an accurate comparison of the 
actual to the expected mortality, and 
it is of importance that we should 
have such comparisons.

The Aiter-E fleets of Typhoid Fever 


We know the number of deaths 


from typhoid fever, during the acute 
stage of the disease, the number of 
persons incapacitated as a result of 
typhoid, and the financial loss to the 
community. But the after-effects on 
those who have survived have not 
been considered. 
A study of 1,574 


cases of typhoid fever in 1911 in the 
visiting nurse service of the Metro- 
politan 
Life 
Insurance 
Company 


shows that one hundred and forty-six 
of the patients died while under 
treatment, a death rate of 9.28 per 
hundred. 
The principal complica- 


tions in the fatal cases were intes- 
tinal perforation and hemorrhage, 
meningitis, pneumonia and heart in- 
volvement. Of the 1,428 who recov-~ 
ered from the immediate results of 
the disease, the death rate during 
the first three years was 54, or near- 
ly twice the normal death rate of 26 
for a similar group of persons who 
had not had typhoid. This increased 
rate was not uniform for all three 
years, being greatest during the first 
year following "recovery, less during 
the second year, and still less the 
third. 


As a cause of death among the fif- 


ty-four patients who died 
within 


three years following recovery, tuber- 
culosis heads the list (39 per cent.), 
with diseases of the heart following 
(14.8 
per cent.). 
In the United 


States each year, 8,000 deaths occur

have a dry comfortable place to stay 
in at night. If forced to sit on the 
damp ground they are liable to take 
cramps and cold in the head. 
The 


latter is almost certain to turn to 
croup. 


Provide suitable houses if you -wish 


to be successful. The houses need not 
be very expensive but they should be 
substantial so that they may be used 
for the same purpose several years ID 
succession. 


There is usually some shed or build- 


ing that can be converted into a duck 
house at small expense. Where only 
a small flock is kept this plan is ad- 
visable 


If the roof is good the rest is easy. 


If the weatherboarding is not 
suffi- 


ciently close to keep out drafts in 
cold weather, cover the outside with 
tarred paper or strip with lath 


A board floor is better than an earth 


floor because the ducks will often stir 
up the ground in a very disagreeable 
manner where there is the least sign 
of moisture. 


In cold weather ducks should be 


kept in the house because their feet 
are so tender that when they come in 
contact with the cold ground they 
suffer greatly and hobble along as 
though their backs were broken. How- 
ever, they should not Jbe kept housed 
more than is really necessary.

The 
only forms of life in this world who 
get justice are those who can speak 
for themselves.

dom needs friends and advocates.

Sour milk is utilized in one of the 


best possible ways by feeding it to 
chickens. Those who think that they 
get greater returns by feeding it to 
hogs should remember that the flesh 
of chickens brings at least twice as 
much on the market as that of hogs. 


Milk and corn are both liked by 


chickens, and a proper mixture of the 
two makes one of the best and most 
appetizing rations for the season when 
the days are warm and the nights 
cool. For the best results the corn 
should be cracked and soaked several 
hours in either sweet or sour skimmed 
milk or in buttermilk. The corn may 
be put in pails in the morning and 
the milk poured on until the top of 
the corn is submerged two or three 
inches. When this has been absorbed 
more should be added- at intervals 
during the day and the mixture will 
be excellent for feeding by night. 


A liberal supply of this ration will 


keep the chickens growing rapidly and 
Insure their being constantly plump 
and in excellent condition for the 
market.

it two weeks or a month and they 
will show you whether it is a good 
and economical feed. 


Crops Not Affected by Moon 


Scientists are now convinced that 


the moon has no more influence on 
crops than it has upon the tempera- 
ture or the amount of rain or the 
winds or any other weather element 
The growth of plants depends upon 
the amount of food in the soil and in 
the air that is available for them and 
upon temperature, light, and mois- 
ture. 
The moon obviously does not 


affect~the character of the soil in any 
way, 
neither does it affect the com- 


position of the atmosphere. The onlj 
remaining way in which it could in- 
fluence plant growth, therefore, is by 
its light. 
Recent experiments, how- 
ever, show that full daylight is about 
600,000 times brighter than 
full 


moonlight, yet when a plant gets 
l-100th part of normal daylight it 
thrives little better than in absolute 
darkness. If l-100th part of normal 
daylight is thus too little to stimu- 
late a plant, it seems quite certain 
that a 600,000th part can not have 
any effect at all. 
It is therefore a 


mere waste of time to think about 
the moon Jn connection with the 
planting of crops. The moon, say the 
scientists, has nothing more to do 
with this than it has to do with the 
building of fences, the time for kill- 
ing hogs, or any other of the innum- 
erable things over which it was once 
supposed to exert a strong influence.

Establishing a License Tux on All 


Hacks, Carriages, Omnibuses and 
Motor Vehicles Used in the Bor- 
ough of Bedford, Penna., in Car- 
rying Persons for Pay. 
Be it ordained and enacted by the 


Chief Burgess and the Town Council 
of the Borough of Bedford, and it is 
hereby ordained and enacted by au- 
thority of the same. 


That from and after the passage of 


this ordinance an annual tax of not 
less than one dollar nor more than 
twenty-five dollars, depending upon 
the kind and size of vehicle, shall be 
imposed by the Chief Burgess for 
each and every vehicle operated, up- 
on every person who owns or oper- 
ates a hack, carriage, omnibus or 
motor vehicle within the Borough of 
Bedford in carrying persons for pay; 
and a license tax of not less than 
three dollars nor more than ten dol- 
lars shall be assessed and imposed 
daily on all other persons who own 
or operate a hack, carriage, omnibus 
or motor vehicle in the Borough of 
Bedford in carrying persons for pay. 


Said license tax to be collected by 


the Chief Burgess Of the Borough of 
Bedford. And any person or persons 
violating any of the provisions of 
this ordinance^shall upon conviction 
before the Chief Burgess or a Justice 
of the Peace, be sentenced to pay 
costs and a fine not exceeding ten 
dollars for each offense, and in de- 


fault of payment thereof, shall be 
committed to the borough lock-up for 
a period not exceeding 48 hours. 


All ordinances or parts of ordi-
